THE WOES OF THE TITLED BRIDES. 
Some weeks ago we referred to the sorrows 
of a young heiress of Pittsburg, w ho married 
the Count di Montercale of Italy. When she 
arrived with him at his home iu the sunny 
land she learned that he was the son of the 
leal Count di Montcrcale’s gardener, and that 
he had stolen his master’s title for specula­ 
tive uses in America. His cruelties, after he 
had squandered her money, caused her to 
seek protection from the American legation 
at Naples, and she was assisted to return 
to America. She had been in Pittsburg but. 
a little while before her husband appeared on 
the scene and demanded money as the price 
of letting her alone. When he found that 
the money was not forthcoming and that the 
laws of the United States would protect her 
from his persecutions, he went around the 
city trying to sell to the newspapers the story 
of their troubles which he hail written up. 
He was finally provided with passage money 
for Europe by the unhappy woman's friends, 
while she remained in Pittsburg to prosecute 
her divorce suit. 
The marriage of Miss Constable, a wealthy 
young lady of Baltimore, te the Baron Von 
Suerow of Berlin while pursuing her studies 
in Paris, made a big social sensation a few 
months ago. The Baron came to this coun­ 
try with his bride, aud lived well for a time 
upon her income. As money grew scarcer 
he informed her that he must return to Ger­ 
many with her, to placate his irate father, 
who, since his marriage, had kept a firm grip 
upon several million^ that belonged to him 
self. He was sure that the sight of his 
bride’s beauty would melt the stony heart of 
the old gentleman, w ho was a noble Baron 
also.

■ in the arm}’ of France, while the lady is her. 
self a sister of Mrs. Wm. K. Vanderbilt. 
Soon after her marriage, and while livin 
in Paris, 
Mme. 
Fontenilliat received 
u letter from one Mme. Odette, informing 
her that her husband w as indebted to her in 
the. sum of 40,000 francs, and threatening to 
make things lively for his new family unless 
the money was paid. Mme. Fontenilliat in­ 
vestigated the matter sufficiently to learn the 
character of the Odette woman, and the par­ 
ticulars of the intrigue iu which her husband 
had been engaged with her, and then raised 
the money to meet her demauds. But in the 
meantime Odette had reported the husband’s 
conduct to his Colonel, and he was dismissed 
from the service in disgrace. He was now* 
penniless and without income, and the couple 
came to Ncw-York, where the noble husband 
managed for a time to earn $7 
week.

her jewels, and he was also accused of using 
the property of other inmates of the board 
ing house in the same way. So at last the 
bride separated herself from her husband, 
and knows him no more. The outcome 
this case, as in the others, will undoubtedly 
be a divorce suit.

FEDERAR ARCHITECTURE. 
Supervising Architect Windrim lias been 
giving expression to some opinions concern 
ing the construction of government build 
ings which hold out a cheering prospect of 
improvement in the value and usefulness of 
these important edifices. He advocates in 
the first place a national style of architecture, 
such as is adapted to the needs of the gov­ 
ernment. He would have them distinguished 
by some design or peculiarity iff construction 
which would enable them to he íccognizedas 
government buildings at once. Government 
architecture of late years has run counter to 
this idea, the purpose of the designers having 
been evidently to present as wide a variety as 
}K>s8ible. Hence in one town there will lie 
the hideous Queen Anne style with 
its excrescuces jutting out on every 
side, in another the Gothic, the Renais­ 
sance/the Grecian, Doric,Egyptian or Swiss. 
Some of the effects of these are very pretty, 
but in most cases they are out of place with 
their surroundings, especially where .a mil­ 
lion-dollar buildiDg is erected in a ten-dollar 
towD. Mr. Windrim proposes to change all 
Ibis. A government building is to be a gov­ 
ernment building wherever located. 
Mr. Windrim is for solidity and plainness, 
first, last and all the time. We hope he will 
be able to envolve from his idea a style of 
architecture distinctively American, so that 
we shall not have to go back to the dark ages 
for our designs. Our buildings should bear

They are afi IsvJ, hut so me are wo rse than o thers. 
Any’pavement that is go ing to be in go o d co nditio n 
S n’tne spring and

must 
hi? 
to o 
hard 
to be pleasant fo r use 
in 
summer. Asphalt 
is 
smo o th, 
slippery. 
no isy 
under 
ho rses' 
feet—tho ugh 
quiet 
fo r wheels—and to rt hard 
fo r the equine bo o f. 
Blo ck sto ne pavements are 
no isy fo r wheels, ro ugh and uneven. Asphalt wears 
o ut yo ur ho rse awl sto ne blo cks shake yo ur carnage 
to pieces. Macadam; when it is new and go o d, is 
satisfacto ry to man and beast 
Unhappily, m Ro ch­ 
ester. it is o nly go o d while it is new It canno t stand 
wet weather, and the co st o f keeping it in repair 
makes it to o co stly a luxury fo r general use. The 
philo so phic citizen appro aches the pavement ques­ 
tio n with the co nvictio n that all patetjient* al-e bad, 
and that the best he can do is to get the Vine that is 
least o bjectio nable.

Som e of the effects of these are very pretty, 
but in most cases they are out of place with 
their surroundings, especially where .a mil­ 
lion-dollar building is erected in a ten-dollar 
tow n. 
Mr. W indrim propones to change all 
this. 
A governm ent building is to he a gov­ 
ernm ent building w herever located. 
M r. W indrim is for solidity and plainness. 
A nt, last and all the time. 
W e hope he will 
be able to en vol vc from his idea a style of 
architecture distinctively Am erican, so that 
we shall not have to go back to the dark ages 
fo r o ar designs. 
O ur buildings should bear 


the slamp of endurance and perm anence, 
like 
our 
government 
itself. 
If 
the 
money 
expended in “ gingerbread” work, 
in lowers, porticos, and the many varieties of 
excrescences that must eventually crum ble 
a way, were applied to renderingthe walls more 
massive, the roof more secure, the entrances 
more im pervious to the burglar's tools, and 
the interior more roomy and convenient, 
there would be improvement all around. The 
architecture of America should not lie as 
shifty as a lady’s dress, to lie out on or off in 
a moment. 
The streets of every city show 
the effect of the passion for new and ever­ 
changing designs in an absence of all unifor­ 
mity and consistency. T he plain but massive 
residence of a century ago has an hum ble 
and

disfiguration of today, with its countless 
peaks and gables, its cell-like w indows, its

Tile effect of the rain was seen this 
m orning in different parts of 
the City. 
A bolt struck the top of the high chimney 
of Teller Brothers’ old tannery on North 
Front street, Kingston, and knocked off a 
basketful of bricks.

Just I* fort* the storm began to clear aw iv, 
a few minutes liefore t o'clock, the sky in the 
west and south west looked as though there 
had In t u an illumination, iii which Greek 
fire hail It c h used.

meteorological effect.
